AMERICAN NEWS. 


UNITED STATES in CONGRESS affembled,’ 
February 15. 1786. 


The Committee, confifting of Mr King, Mr Pinck- 
ney, Mr Kean, Mr Munro, and Mr Pettit, to 
whom were referred feveral reports and docu- 
ments concerning the Sy/fem of General Revenue, 
recommended by Congrefs on the 18th of April, 
1783. 

Report, 

THAT in purfuanee of the above reference, they 
have carefully examined the aéts of the feveral 
States, relative to the General Syftem of Revenue 
recommended by Congrefs on the 18th of April 
1783, and find that the States of Delaware and 
North Carolina have paffed ads in full conformity 
with the feveral parts thereof; the former of which 
States has inferted a provifo in their act, reftraining 
the operation thereof until each of the other Seates 
fhall have made a like and equally extenfive grant: 
That the States of New Hampthire, Maflachuffetts, 
Conneéticut, New Jerfey, Virginia, and South Ca- 
rolina, have each pafled acts, complying with that 4 
part of the fyflem which recommends a general im+ 
poft, but have come to no decifion on the other part 
which propofes the eftablifhment of funds, fupple- 
mentary to, and in aid of the general impoft: That 
the State of Pennfylvania has alfed an aét comply- 
ing with the recommendation of the general impolt ; 
and in the fame act has declared, that their propor- 
tion or quota of the fupplementary funds fhall be rai- 
fed and levied on the perfons and eftates of the in- 
habitants of that State, in fuch manner as the legif- 
lature thereof fhall, fron time to time, dire@, with 
this provifo, that if any of the annual proportion of 
the Geslensteats funds fhall be otherwife raifed and 
paid to the United States, then fuch annual levy or 
tax fhall be difcontinued. The Committee conceive 
that this claufe is rather an engagement that Penn- 
F fylvania will provide adequate fupplementary funds, 
than an aétual eftablithment thereof; neverthelefs 
the aé contains a provifo reftraining its operation, 
until each of the other States thal! have paffed laws 
in full conformity with the whole of tlie revenue fy- 
{tem aforefaid. ‘The Committee farther find, that 
the State of Rhode Ifland has paffed an aé on this 
fubjeét, but fo different from the plan recommended, 
and fo wholly infafficient, that it cannot be confi- 
dered as a compliance with any part of the fyitem 
fubmitted for their adoption: That the State of 
Maryland paffed an act in 1782, and a fupplement 
thereto in 1784, complying with the recommenda- 
tion of Congrefs of he 3d of February 1781, which 
recommendation is nct compatible with, and was re- 
linquifhed by the refolves of Congrefs of the 18th of 
April 1783; but that neither the State of Mary- 
land, New York, nor Georgia, has pafled any act 
in purfuance of the fyftem of the 18th of April 
1783.

thot if Whe other Gx States hid made fimilar grants, 
the plan of the general impoft might immediately 
—_ to operate: That two orher States, viz. Pean- 
fylyania and Delaware, have alfo granted the impott, 
but have conneéted their grants with provifos, which 
will fufpend their operation until all the other States 
fhall have pafled laws in full conformity with the 
whole of the revenue fyitem aforefaid ; that two on- 
ly of thefe nine States, viz. Delaware and North 
Carolina, have fully acceded to that fyftem in all its 
parts; and thatthe four other States, viz, Rhode 
Ifland, New York, Maryland, and Georgia, have 
not decided in favour of any part of the fyitem of 
revenue aforefaid, fo long a. and fo repeatedly 
prefented by Congrefs for their adoption. 

The Committee have thought it their duty can- 
didly to examine the principles of this fyitem, and 
to difcover, if poflible, the reafons which have pre- 
vented its adoption; they cannot learn that any 
member of the confederacy has ftated or brought 
Pward any objettivns againtt it, and the refult of 
their partial enquiries into the nature and operations 
of the plan, has been a clear and decided opinion, 
that the fyftem itfelf is more free, from well founded 
exceptions; and is better calculated to receive the 
approbation of the feveral States, than any other 
that the wifdom of Congrefs can devife. 

In the coufe of this enquiry it moft clearly appear- 
ed, that the requifitions of Congrefs for eight years 
palt, have been fo irregular in their operation, @ uo- 
certain in their collection, and fo evidently unpro- 
duétive, that a reliance on them in future, as a fource 
from whence monies are to be drawn to difcharge 
the engagements of the confederacy, definite as they 
are in time and amount, will be no Jefs difhonour- 
able tothe underftandings of thofe who entertain 
fach confidence, than it would be dangerous to the 
welfare and peace of the union : The Comins are 
therefore ferioufly impreffed with the indifpenfible 
obligation that Congrefs are under, of reprefenting 
to the immediate and impartial confideration of the 
feveral States, the utter impoflibility of maintaining 
and preferving the faith of the federal government, 
by temporary requifitions on the States, and the con- 
fequent nedeflity of an early and complete acceffion 
of all the States to the revenue fyftem of the 18th 
of April 1783. 

Although in a bufinefs of this magnitude and im- 
portance to the refpective States, it was natural to 
— a due degree of caution, and a thorough in- 
veltigation of the fyftem recommended ; yet the 
Committee cannot forbear to rematk, that this plan 
has been under reference for neasly three years ; that 
Goring that period numerous changes have taken 

lace in the delegations of every State, but that this 
iyftem has received the repeated approbation of each 
ficceflive Congrefs, and that the urgency of the pu- 
blic engagements, at this time, renders it the un- 
queftionable duty of the feveral States to adopt, 
without further delay, thofe meafures which alone, 
in the judgment of the Committee, can preferve the 
facred faith of this confederacy. 

The following ftate of faéts muft convince the 
States of the propriety of urging this fyftem with un- 
‘fifual anxiety at this period. 


That the fam neceffary to dif Doll. goths. 
charge the intereft on loans of the 
King of France, to the ift of Ja- 
nuary 1787, is 240,740 60 
rereft on certificates to fo- 
reign officers, made payable in 
France to the sft of January,

For intereft on the Spanith loan,

That although fome of the obje@s of difburfe- 
ment are inthe year 1787, the periods at which 
they become due, will thew the abfolute neceflity of 
an immediate provifion for them. 

That norwith{tanding fome of the above fums do 
not fall due until 1787, yet, exclufive of the fame, 
there will be due on the French and Dutch loans, 
in that year, 1,252,938 dollars and 57 goths, and 
during the nine fucceeding years, that is, until the 
year 1797, including the payment of the istereft 
and the partial reimburfements of the capitals of the 
French and Dutch loans, the average fum of near 
one million of dollars annually, for the certain ob- 
taining of which, at fixed periods, effectual meafures 
can no longer be delayed. More fully to illuftrate 
this fubjeét, the Committee annex a fchedule of the 
French and Dutch loans, fhewing the periods of 
their redemption, with the annual intereft payable 
thereon, until their final extin&tion: In addition to 
the above foreign demands, the intereft on the Spa- 
nifh loan, and on the debts due to foreiga officers, 
mutt be provided for, and annually paid. The a- 
mount, of thefe annual demands will be greatly en- 
creafed by-adding the annual intereft on the dome- 
fticdebr, the whole of which is not yet liquidated, 
_and the. aggregate whereof will confequently be en- 
larged beyond its laft eftimare. 

The Committee contemplate, with great fatisfac- 
tion, the profpect of extinguithing a part of the do- 
meitick debt, by the fales of the Weltera territory 
of the United States; but a confiderable time mutt 

clapfe before that country can be furveyed and dif- 
pofed of ; and the domeftick creditors, until that 
event, mult depend for fapport on the jultice of their

N a late Affembly of the States of Holland, Mr 
Gyzelaer, in a moft forcible fpeech, imputed all 
whe evils which threaten Guelderland to William the 
Vth. He then read the a&t of Protection of the 
roth July, 1663, the purport of which is to protect 
and fupport fach members of the Affembly, who may 
be profecuted for making propofitions. After the 
reading of the above act, he propofed, ** To write 
to his Serene Highnefs, to declare unequivocally, 
avbether he did not contribute to the violent refolu- 
tion of the Srates of Guelderland ; and if the anfwer 
of the Prince fhould not be categorical, to fufpend 
him as Captain General : to write to all the regi- 
anents ia the pay of Holland, to hold themfelves 
-ready to march at the firlt notice, and to obcy no 
orders but from the States of Holland.” The city 
of Amfterdam taking the above propofition ad re/e- 
rendum, the deliberation was put off to the next 


Tne fame day the city of Amfterdam propofed, 
** To write ta the Prince to difapprove of the con- 
duc of Guelderland towards the towns of Hattem 
and Elbourg, at the fame time giving him notice 
that they (the States of Holland) would ofer their 
mediation; adding, that in cafe of refufal-they would 

ufe fuch means as they fhould think moft efficacious 
for the maintenance of the union.” 

The States of Holland then agreed to the follow- 
ing refolutions : 

ift. ‘To order all the troops in the pay of Hol- 
Jand to hold themfelves ready to march at the firlt 
fignal. ; 

rt To forbid the faid regiments from changing 
garrifon without an order direct from the States. 

3d. To forbid any boats, veffels, &c. from tran- 
{porting any troops without orders from the States. 

3d. ‘l’o require the magiftrates of the towns to 
obferve the above. 

th. To require the deputed Counfellors to re- 
fate their confent for the pafling of {troops on the 
territory of the province, and to examine into the 
conduét df the regiment of dragoon guards, which, 
notwithftanding the refolution of the 25th of Au- 
gutt, is gone to Loo, and after examination to erafe 
them from the military eftablifiment, and deprive 
them of their pay. 

A General Affembly has been held in the city of 
T eyden, of all the free corps of the province of 
Halland, when it was refolved tofuccour the city 
of Utrecht both with men and money, and to write 
a let:er to the States.of Holland, in which they of- 
fer to put an army of 10,000 men at their difpofal. 

Hague, Sept. 28. The Rhyngrave of Salm, with 
his whole legion, which is in the particular pay of 
the province of Holland, have taken the oaths to the 
deputies of the States of that province. It is faid 
that corps will be augmented to 2000 men. 

The whole garrifon of this place have, by order 
of the States of Holland, renounced the provincial 
oath they took to the Captain-General, except the 
body guards, who (except fix or feven, among whom 
is their commandant de Heer Capellen) have refu- 
fed it. ‘The above brave officer has given them a 
few days to recontider the matter. 

Befides the militia of the State, there will fome 
burgher corps remain in garrifon at Woerden, who 
have already taken the oaths ; a battalion of troops 
is marched into the fort at Nicuwerfluys ; there will 
be a line of troops formed to cover the frontiers of 
Holland, towards Utrecht and Guelderland, under 
command of General Van Ryffel. 

Ninety-fix patriots of Alkmacr.are gone to 
‘Woerden, and the following is the act they figned 
with their comrades before they marched, viz. 

« We, the members of the patriotic corps of Alk- 
maer, do folemoly bind ourfelves to obferve the fol- 
lowing: 

6‘ We will mutually affift each other to the utmoft 
of our power, as brother patriots, in all that is right 
and juft. ‘Thofe members of this fociety; who can- 
not quit the town for the defence of the common 
caufe, fhall take care of the affairs of thofe who are 
engaged in that honourable fervice. We promife to 
fulfil that engagement upon the fimple requelt of the 
wives, children, or relations of the abfentees ; and 
to do it with as much care as if it was for our own 
intereft, without ever afking for any recompence 
whatever.”” 

Done at Alkmaer the 7th of Sept. 1786.

I. The feveral artieles of the Commercial Treaty 





ae) eipesting tne aetall of Commertial Iri- 
vileges and Regalations, are revifed and confirmec. 

II. It is provided that all articles not fpecified m 
a tariff, which makes part of the treaty, fhould be 
mutually imported on the terms of the moft favour 
ed nation. 

III. The feveral articles which follow being thoft 
which are included in the tariff, are to be importable 
on the following duties : ‘ 

1. Wines into Great Britain and Ireland on the 
fame duty as is now paid in each kingdom, on the 
wines of Portugal; but with a liberty referved to 
Great Britain and Ireland to lower the duties on 
Portuguefe wines (if they fhall think fit) to the pro- 
portion ftipulated by the Methuen Treaty, 

2. Vinegars into Great Britain on a duty not 
exceeding 321, 18s. 11 d. per ton. 

3. Brandy into Great Britain on a duty not ex- 
ceeding 7s. per gallon. ’ 

4» Oil of olives on the fame duty as is now paid 
by the moft favoured nation, in Great Brinin. 

5. Beer, on a duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
in each country, befides a duty in each, to counter- 
vail the internal duty. 3 

6. The duties on hard-ware; cutlery, cabinet 
ware, turnery, and ali~articles, whether heavy or 
light, of iron, fteel, copper and brafs, are to be claf- 
fed; and the higheft is not to exceed 10 per cent 
ad valorem, in addition to a duty to counteryail the 
duty in France. 

7. All forts of cotton and woollens, including ho- 
fiery, to be _importable on a duty of 12 per cent. ad 
valorem reciprocally, except goods mixed with filk, 
which are to remain prohibited on both fides. “The 
cottons to pay in addition a duty to countervail the 
internal duty in each country. 

8. Cambricks and lawns reciprocally on a duty of 
5s. the demi piece of feven yards three quarters, 
F.nglifh meafure ; and linens of all forts, in Great 
Britain and France reciprocally on no higher duty 
than thofe from Holland and Flanders now pay in 
Great Britain, with the addition of a duty on print- 
ed goods fufficient to countervail the internal duty 
in Great Britain. And linens of all forts in Ire- 
and and France reciprocally on no higher duties 
than thofe from Holland and Flanders now pay in 
Ireland. 

g. Sadlery on a duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem 
reciprocally, 

19. Gauzes of all forts on a duty of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem reciprocally. $4 

11. Millinery made up of muflin, lawn, cambrick, 
gauze, afd other articles admitted under the treaty, 
on a duty of 12 per cent. ad valorem reciprocally. 

12. Procelain, earthen ware, and pottery, on a 
duty of 12 per cent. ad valorem reciprocally.” 

13. Glafs of all forts on a duty of 12 per cent. ad 
valorem, befides a duty fufficient to countervail the 
internal duty in Great- Britain. 

The treaty is to take place in France with refpect 
to Great-Britain, as foon as laws are pafled to give 
it effe& here; and with refpeé to Ireland, the 
principle of the moft favoured nation, and the 
Tariff, are to take place refpectively as foon as laws 
are paffed to give effect to them there. 

The Treaty is to laft for 12 years. 

The Commercial ‘Treaty with France is confider- 
ed, by thofe who are the beft judges of it in both 
countries, as extremely advantageous to each. Is 
reciprocity is fair and obvious ; and its permanency 
muft be devoutly withed for by the true friends of 
either nation. 

The article in the Trench treaty, which allows 
the free importation of cambricks, at a duty of 5 s. 
per piece only, can never be too much commended, 
if it is taken only in a moral point of view ;. for, if 
a contraband trade be a political crime, the prohibi- 
tion of that article criminated alinoft every gentle- 
man and lady inthe kingdom: And as to the linen 
drapers, there was no poflibility of their efcapiag 
the ignominy, and oftentimes the panifhment which 
is now attached to fmuggling. The duty. on that 
article, is with great propriety fixed fo. low, that it 
- not be worth any perfon’s trouble -ro‘friug- 

€ it. . 

. The free importation of Englith iron ware and 
Manchefter goods into France, will likewife be .an 
immenfe profit to this country; for through that 
mediam thofe articles will force their way through 
all Europe. If the Spitalfields weavers would im- 
mediately turn their views to the cotton manufacto- 
Ty, it_ would find employ for thoufands, who ate 
how pining in want. 

The importation of French wines will lower.the 
price of that article, which is wow become one of 
the neceflaries of life ; by that means the confurip- 
tion will be increafed, and the révenue greatly aug- 
mented —whilft the total prohibition of manufactar- 
ed filk into either kingdom is truly political. Up- 
on the whole, the terms of the treaty are fuch, ‘as 
hold out the moft flattering advantage of mutual 
happinefs to both countries ~ and it mutt be the fault 
of both, if thofe advantages are not rendered per- 
manent. ‘

This moft be allowed in every view a molt equitable 
imeafure ; for, on the one hand, while it relieves the 
uieschant from every poflible lofs ; on the other, the 
cdafamer will have the immediate advantage of be- 
ing fopplied with cheap wines, without waiting till 
the old ftock thall have been difpofed of.

“ There is nothing new from Holland. No 
imi] has arrived this Rie nor have we any private 
letters that. bring any frefh intelligence refpecting the 
{até of affairs on the Continent. ‘The friends of 
the Adminiftration give out, that the differences be- 
tween the Prince Stadtholder and the States Gene- 
jal, however ferious the afpect they may have affu- 
med, mult fhortly fubfide.
